
WASTE PUNT 

PROTESTORS 
RALLY TOWN 
FOR SUPPORT 


FURIOUS opponents of plans to open 
a waste transfer site a few hundred 
yards from homes and a primary 
school are calling for the support of 
the whole town to block it. 

During a public meeting on Tuesday at 
Tany’s Dell School - which is located less than 
200 yards from the site in Templefields - local 
residents, business owners councillors and 
school staff vowed to continue their fight. 

With concerns voiced over increased traffic, 
noise, vermin and pollution as well as the

detrimental effect the site may have on local 
property values and businesses, it was decided 
an action group should be set up to explore 
other ways of stopping the project. 

Councillors said the waste plant would 
affect the entire town and urged “each and 
every” resident in Harlow to support the cam¬ 
paign. 

“If this development goes ahead then we are 
going to have 100 container lorries bigger than 


those that drive for Tesco coming in and out of 
Harlow every day,” said Tony Durcan, Labour 
county councillor for the Harlow West divi¬ 
sion. 

“The lorries are not sealed and we have seen 
the drainage that comes out when they are 
travelling. The fact is it will cause chaos and 
mess for everyone in Harlow, not just those 
living in the immediate area. We need the 
entire community’s support on this.” 

There was also anger at the way voting was 
conducted at last month’s meeting of Essex

Essex County Council is 
seeking volunteers to be the 
face of the county and give 
a warm welcome to 
everyone visiting the area 
up to and during next year’s 
Olympic Games. 

Volunteers will be required 
to provide information and 
guidance on Olympic 
events, transport queries 
and general tourist 
information at the main 
transport hubs across 
Essex. 

They will also act as 
stewards at the events 
leading up to the Games. 
Councillor Tony Hall, 
portfolio holder for 
environment and Harlow 
Council’s Olympic 
champion, said: “Essex will 
receive visitors from all 
over the UK and the world. 
“With the Games taking 
place just down the road we 
want Harlow and local 
people to benefit. 

“By volunteering and 
representing Essex this is a 
chance for residents to 
learn new skills, meet lots 
of new people, add 
experience to their CV and 
be part of the London 2012 
experience.” 

Essex ambassadors must 
live or work in the county, 
be 16 or over on January 1, 
2012 and be able to commit 
to volunteering and attend 
three compulsory training 
sessions.

PARNDON Wood Nature Reserve is 
the latest Harlow Council-run 
attraction to be put out to tender as 
the authority presses on with con¬ 
troversial plans to offload its discre¬ 
tionary services. 

Private and voluntary sector organisations 
have until next month to register their inter¬ 
est in taking over the reserve, which provides 
educational programmes for young people 
and acts as a base for various conservation 
activities. 

The Museum of Harlow and Pets’ Corner 
have already been advertised and the coun¬ 
cil is confident of securing formal bids for 
both services. 



There have also been informal expres¬ 
sions of interest from one commercial 
organisation and a local charity in running 
The Playhouse, while the authority is cur¬ 
rently locked in talks with interested parties 
over the future of the Town Park Bandstand, 
paddling pools and arts service. 


Joel Charles, portfolio holder for com¬ 
munity and citizenship, said he was pleased 
with the progress made since the plans were 
first mooted at a conference in July. 

“Since we started this ambitious project I 
have been delighted by the level of interest 
in our community services from both not- 
for-profit and commercial organisations,” 
he told the Star. 

“For many of the services we are now 
reaching a crucial stage in the process. 
Talks are continuing with a number of 
organisations and I’m confident that discus¬ 
sions will result in firm proposals which 
will protect the future of these popular serv¬ 
ices.” 

If successful bidders are found, the coun¬ 
cil hopes to have contracts in place by April 
1 next year. But it remains unclear what will 
happen to each service if no deal has been 


struck by the deadline. 

Labour group leader Mark Wilkinson 
said he remained “deeply sceptical” about 
the Tory administration’s plans. 

“The most worrying thing for our group 
and for Harlow residents is the fact that 
there are no guarantees in place over the 
long-term future of theses services,” he said 
this week. 

“It’s all very well to say that expressions 
of interest have been received, but where are 
the guarantees that these hugely popular 
services will remain open, accessible and 
affordable for Harlow people in the long¬ 
term? 

“Some of these services will inevitably 
attract more interest than others but what 
happens to the ones no-one wants to take 
on. Will the council offer a buy-one-get-one 
free deal or will they simply disappear?”

County Council’s development and 
regulation committee, with some 
claiming the chairman had demanded 
a second vote after the first went 
against the transfer station. 

The newly-formed action group 
agreed to lodge a formal complaint 
against the procedure. 

Shortly after the meeting, Harlow MP 
Robert Halfon and Harlow Council 
leader Andrew Johnson both pledged

their support for the campaign. 

“The action group one million per 
cent have my support,” said Mr 
Halfon. “I went to Essex County 
Council to lobby against the transfer 
during that planning meeting and will 
continue to do everything the action 
group want me to do to try and stop 
this development.” 

Cllr Johnson added: “There is a 
sizeable group opposed to the waste 
transfer station and their voice needs 
to be heard.” 

But Kevin Bentley, ECC’s cabinet 
member for economic development 
and waste, said detailed investigations 
had been carried out to ensure the 
plant will not have negative effects for 
local residents and businesses. 

“An odour management system will 
be installed within the facility to 
minimise emissions, which is proven 
to be fully compliant with 
Environment Agency benchmarks for 
preventing an unacceptable level of 
odour pollution,” he said. 

“The impact on traffic will also be 
minimal as the site is only expected to 
generate around 14 trips per hour at 
peak times. Our assessment into the 
noise that the new site would generate 
found there would be only a small 
increase, with no significant adverse 
impact on Tany's Dell Primary School 
or residential areas. 

“There is no reason to suggest that 
the facility will attract vermin, as the 
site will be well managed and any 
waste will be transported securely. 
There will also be routine inspections 
carried out by the Environment 
Agency.”

Memory cafe serves 
up dementia support

STAFF and volunteers running a 
cafe-style drop-in centre for 
anyone concerned about 
dementia are raising awareness 
about the services they provide in 
the community. 

The memory cafe run by the Harlow 
Alzheimer’s Society is an information 
and support resource for people who 
have been diagnosed with dementia, 
their carers and those worried about 
memory loss. 

Run by a team of qualified nurses and 
volunteers, the informal sessions take 
place every Monday from lOam-noon 
and all are welcome to attend. 

“The cafe is essentially a drop-in centre 
offering all the information on anything 
to do with dementia-related illnesses so 
people can make their own informed 
decisions,” explained manager Vivian 
Allen. 

“We run a very informal sitting where 
people can have tea or coffee and talk 
through anything that is worrying 
them. 

“Regular guest speakers are invited in 
to talk about new developments for 
dementia sufferers and as well as 
health-related advice we can also 


address things like financial and legal 
concerns that may come up as a result 
of being diagnosed dementia. 
“Generally it is about helping to 
prepare people for the future early.” 
The cafe is funded by the Harlow 
Health Care Trust and run by the 
Alzheimer’s Society. Vivien said the 
group is keen to make sure that 
everyone in the area affected by 
condition knows their is help available. 


“The main thing is that people are 
aware of us and can take advantage of 
the service if they want to,” she said. 
“It isn’t a club but it is a place where 
people experiencing the tragic affects 
of dementia can receive support and 
also meet others going through similar 
circumstances.” 

She added: “We have an absolutely 
fantastic team who all ultimately have 
the same aim of helping to make 


people’s lives that little bit easier.” 

The Memory Cafe is held at Moot 
House in The Stow and is one of a 
number of services run by the 
Alzheimer's Society in Harlow.

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Lib Dem defects 
over NHS reform

Warning to drivers over thefts 
of car exhaust gas converters 


POLICE are warning motorists to 
be on their guard following a spate 
of catalytic converter thefts across 
Harlow. 

Vans parked in Roydon Road, 
Elizabeth Way and Harold Close 
have been targeted by thieves 
looking to sell on the valuable 
components used to make the 
emission-controlling devices. 
Crime reduction officer Graham 
Anthony advised drivers to protect 
their vehicles by parking in a 


garage or well-lit area. 

“If your vehicle is isolated it 
makes it easier for a thief to crawl 
under and saw off the converter, 
which can be done in seconds,” he 
said 

“Some converters are only 
attached to the car exhaust using 
bolts and this can make them even 
easier to remove. So have an auto 
shop weld it in place to make it 
more difficult for a thief to

THE Liberal Democrats were 
left with a single representative 
on Harlow Council this week 
after one of the party’s two 
councillors defected to Labour. 

Staple Tye ward councillor John 
Strachan said the Lib Dem’s unwill¬ 
ingness to stand up to health secre¬ 
tary Andrew Lansley’s controversial 
NHS Reform Bill had been the 
“final straw” in his decision to 
defect. 

Speaking to the Star after receiv¬ 
ing his Labour membership card 
from shadow health secretary Andy 
Burnham at the party’s Westminster 
base, Cllr Strachan said he was fed 
up with Lib Dems MPs “kowtow¬ 
ing” to the Conservatives in the 
coalition. 

“Lib Dem MPs have continually 
broken their pledges to voters,” he 
said. “We’ve already seen them do a 
U-turn over student tuition fees and 
later this year we’ll see the Localism 
Bill pushed through. 

“I could no longer be a member of 
a party that refused to stand up for 
the NHS and the rights of patients, 
doctors and nurses. 

“The reforms were never part of 
the coalition agreement so I cannot 
understand why the Liberal 
Democrats have agreed to support 
something which has the potential to 
destroy the health service as we 
know it.” 

Cllr Strachan’s defection comes 
less than a year after former Lib 
Dem Manny Doku joined the 
Labour ranks. It leaves the party 
with just one member - Mark Hall 
ward councillor Nick Macy. 


Cllr Strachan stressed his deci¬ 
sion had “nothing whatsoever” to do 
with the actions of local party mem¬ 
bers. 

“My decision to join Labour is no 
reflection on the work of the local 
Liberal Democrat party, not at all,” 
he said. 

“They are all hard-working, prin¬ 
cipled individuals with a genuine 
desire to do their best for Harlow 
and its residents, but I had become 
so disillusioned with the party’s 
activities nationally that I could no 
longer represent something I didn’t 
believe in or agree with.” 

Labour group leader Mark 


Wilkinson described Cllr Strachan’s 
appointment as a “tremendous 
boost”. 

“I’m very pleased that John has 
decided to join us on the strength of 
what we are trying to do for the peo¬ 
ple of Harlow. As he has said to me, 
we’re the party that’s getting it right. 

“I’m not surprised by his decision 
to join us. Lib Dem councillors, 
activists and voters across the coun¬ 
try are becoming increasingly fed up 
with their party’s willingness to bow 
down to the Tories in Government 
and recognise that Labour are the 
only party willing to stand up for the 
wishes of the people.” 


Tenants risk being left in the 
shade by solar panel deadline 


HOUSEHOLDS eligible for par¬ 
ticipation in a pioneering solar 
panel project are being urged by 
Harlow Council to take advantage 
of the money-saving scheme 
before it is too late. 

Kier Harlow, the joint venture 
company run by construction 
group Kter and Harlow Council, 
has already started work on 
installing photovoltaic panels to 
the roofs of 1,196 council-owned 
properties. 

But the firm is still waiting for 
almost 250 households to con¬ 
firm they want to take part. 

Those who fail to register their 
interest will lose out, with substi¬ 
tute addresses in Harlow benefit¬ 
ing instead. 

Councillor Clive Souter, port¬ 
folio holder for housing, told the 
Star this week: “It’s important 
that we hear soon from those cus¬ 
tomers we’ve contacted who have 
still to accept or decline the PV 
panel offer. 

“This is a great opportunity for 
residents to cut their electricity 


bill and the town’s carbon foot¬ 
print at the same time. Installation 
is quick and no-fuss, so make 
sure you contact Kier Harlow as 
soon as possible to take part!” 

The free panels take just one 
day to install and could help cut 
an average household’s annual 
energy bills by up to £190 for the 
next 25 years 

John Phillips, operations direc¬ 
tor for Kier Harlow, added: “The

Working together for Harlo\

HARLOW MP Rob Halfon has defe¬ 
nded his decision to vote against a 
Parliamentary motion calling for a 
referendum on Britain’s continued 
membership of the European Union. 

The Tory backbencher - one of 208 
Conservative MPs who joined Prime 


Minister David Cameron in rejecting the 
non-binding motion on Monday night - told 
the Star he believed the timing was wrong 
for a public vote on the issue. 

But 79 of his fellow Tories disagreed, 
defying a three-line whip to vote in favour of 
the proposals on a night when the PM suf¬ 
fered the biggest backbench rebellion of his 
premiership. 

Speaking on Tuesday, Mr Halfon insisted 
he was “100 per cent in favour” of a referen¬ 


dum on Europe, but not during a period of 
huge economic uncertainty. 

“In the current economic climate, when 
people are fearful for their jobs and are 
struggling to keep their head above water, 
now would not be the best time to win a ref¬ 
erendum on getting our powers back from 
the EU or even push through referendum 
legislation in the House of Commons. 

“There would be a strong liklihood that 
we would lose such a referendum now 
because people are understandably preoc¬ 
cupied with our economic difficulties. 
Given that there is likely to be a new EU 
Treaty in the near future, it is likely that 
referendum will come sooner rather than 
later.” 

He added: “I’m willing to pledge right 
here in the pages of the Star that when 
the time is right - and there is no doubt 
this issue will come up for debate again - 
I will vote in favour of holding a referen¬ 
dum.” 

Asked what implications the back¬ 
bench mutiny would have on the long¬ 
term future of the Tory party, Mr Halfon 
said: “I think the Government will have to 
be a lot more eurosceptic from now on. 

“There were clearly a lot of Tory MPs 
who believed very passionately in this 
motion and feel as though their views on 
Europe are not adequately represented, 
but I agree with David Cameron that this 
simply is not the right time to have that 
debate.” 

Work under way on 
new baby care unit 

CONSTRUCTION work has started on 
Princess Alexandra Hospital’s new inten¬ 
sive care unit for seriously ill newborn 
babies. 

The neonatal intensive care unit is cost¬ 
ing more that £lm to build and will open 
next spring, replacing the hospital’s exist¬ 
ing unit, which last year cared for more 
than 400 babies from across West Essex 
and East Herts. 

The new facility will be considerably 
larger, providing more room and greater 
comfort and privacy. 

The hospital is paying £l.lm to cover 
the cost of the project, but local residents 
have also contributed to the project with 
staff-led fundraisers already collecting 
more than £50,000 to help kit out the new 
NICU. 

Darren Leech, chief operating officer 
of the PAH NHS Trust said: “The new 
build is part of our goal to be the best hos¬ 
pital in the east of England, putting 
patients at the absolute forefront of our 
care.”

A 92-YEAR-old woman has slam¬ 
med as “ludicrous” the rules that 
prevented a Harlow off-licence from 
selling her alcohol because she 
couldn’t prove she was over the legal 
age of 18. 

Diane Taylor, of Gladdens Court, was 
shocked when staff at the One Stop Shop 
convenience store in The Stow refused to sell 
her a bottle of whisky on the grounds she 
didn’t have the “correct” identification doc¬ 
uments. 

The great-grandmother produced every¬ 
thing from her bus pass and OAP card to her 
pacemaker in a bid to prove her age but said 
staff still would not serve her. 

“I was in a hurry and it caught me off 
guard when she asked to see some ID,” said 
Mrs Taylor. “When I asked her to repeat her¬ 
self it seemed so stupid that I thought she 
was complimenting me! 

“But then I realised she was being serious 
so I pulled out everything from my bag - my 
bus pass, my OAP card, my blood donors 
card - even my pacemaker - but she said 
none of them were enough. 

“When I asked her exactly what she want¬ 
ed she said proof of age. But I don’t have a 
passport or driving licence so what did they 
expect me to do?” 

The shop’s licence to sell alcohol was 
revoked by Harlow Council in 2007 after 
staff failed a series of test purchases, but the 
decision was overturned when the owners 
pledged to enforce a strict ‘no ID, no sale’

Football club 'is 
not going bust'

THE co-owner of Harlow Town FC 
has moved to reassure supporters the 
club will not be pushed into adminis¬ 
tration despite being threatened with 
closure over unpaid tax bills. 

HM Revenue & Customs has filed a peti¬ 
tion to wind up the business for failing to pay 
outstanding debts. It is set to present its case at 
the High Court on November 14. 

If it succeeds in convincing the judge to 
issue a winding-up order, the club - currently 
flying high in the Ryman League Division 
One North - could fold unless the money 
owed is paid up in full or a new buyer is found. 

But HTFC director Tom Cunningham told 
the Star this week the matter was “in hand” 
and would be resolved without any adverse 
impact on the club. 

“Since we’ve taken over we’ve had to deal 
with a lot of problems and have worked 
extremely hard to bring stability and success 
to the club,” he said. “This is just another issue 
that needs resolving. 

“I want to assure our loyal supporters that 
we have the matter in hand and it will be dealt 
with. There’s absolutely no need for anyone to 
worry about the club going into administra¬ 
tion because we will quite simply not let that 
happen.” 

It is the second time HTFC has fallen foul 
of the taxman in recent years. Before Mr 
Cunningham and business partner John 
Barnett took over in February last year the 
club escaped liquidation after entering a 
Company Voluntary Agreement giving it more 
time to pay off its creditors. 

It had been forced into the compromise deal 
after being hit by a winding-up petition filed 
by HMRC over unpaid taxes amounting to 
£42,000. 

Mr Cunningham declined to give the Star 
details of the scale of the club’s current debts 
but added: “We are fully aware of what needs 
to be done to resolve this issue. I can under¬ 
stand why people are concerned at this devel¬ 
opment given the recent history but there real¬ 
ly is nothing to worry about.” 



HOUNDS

another £9,000,” she said. 
"We are in desperate need 
of funding otherwise for the 
first time in 23 years we 
will be in a position where 
we have to refuse animals. 
More likely than not this 
would result in the animal 


being put down. 

"Ideally we need donations 
or some more volunteers to 
help with fundraising. Even 
if they can only spare a 
couple of hours a week 
going out with collection 
boxes it would be a big 
help."

Did you meet 
Iraqi visitors?

W HEN Nostalgia featured a 
photo of Iraqi government 
officials visiting The Stow in 
the early 1950s, it brought back 
memories for one of Harlow’s first 
residents. 

“I can’t tell you how pleased I was to read 
about the Iraqi visitors in Harlow,” wrote 
88-year-old Joyce Lee, who moved to 
Harlow with her Danish husband Erik 
Kjolsen, a television engineer, in the early 
years of the new town. 

“At this time I lived in Orchard Croft and 
worked in Stitchers, the grocery store 
mentioned in the article. 

"It was so lovely here then. I used to love 
walking to Old Harlow and The Stow was a 
really busy place. I used to do all my 
shopping there; you could buy anything you 
needed.” 

Mrs Lee, who has four children and is now 
a grandmother to seven and great¬ 
grandmother to five, says she still 
remembers much of her life spent in the 
town. 

“I have worked in many places in Harlow 
and have many fond memories,” she said. 
“There was another grocer called Taylor’s 
which was later renamed Moore’s. It was 
located where the Co-op pharmacy is now. I 
worked at the doctors surgery at Nuffield 
House at one point as well as Johnson 
Matthey and at the Playhouse for a while, 
putting programmes into envelopes. 

“I remember once meeting Danny La Rue 


when he was performing there. He asked 
me what it was I was doing and I said: ‘It’s 
called stuffing’. Well you can imagine the 
response I got to that - it was quite rude!" 
Mrs Lee says one of her fondest memories 
is of the Norwegian band from Stavanger 
which would visit the town every year. 

“I remember it like it was yesterday,” she 
said. “Our family used to see a lot of the 


band and the conductor as the language is 
the same as Danish. 

“I have always liked Harlow; it is and 
always will be my home.”

A WACKY scientist 
has unveiled his 
latest creation - a 
19-fingered robot 
which can play 
piano faster than 
any human. 

Named Teotronico, the 
musical machine is 
claimed to be the only 
robot in the world capable 
of singing and playing the 
piano at the same time - 
and can even tell if an 
audience is impressed. 
Teotronico is the 
brainchild of Italian tech 
whiz Matteo Suzzi and 
took four years to build at 
a cost of almost £3,000.

We’re hoping he 
can revolutionise the 
music industry.” 

When hooked up to a 
computer, Teotronico is 
able to play tunes from a 
huge range of genres, 
including classical, jazz, 
blues and rock. He can 
even ‘sing’ songs 
recorded on a huge 
database in his memory 
chips. 

As he plays, special 
cameras in his eyes also 
allow him to view and 
interact with his audience. 
If he detects that they are 
not enjoying themselves 
the clever robot will 
change his choice of 
song to something more 
suitable!

When written 
terms in a job 
contract can 
be disregarded 

WHEN two Harlow residents who 
worked as cleaners were suddenly 
dismissed without notice, they sought 
advice from the employment advisers 
at Harlow Welfare Rights & Advice. 
When the adviser looked at their 
case, what initially looked like a 
straightforward incident of unfair 
dismissal and failure to give proper 
notice became more complicated. 

The contracts said that the cleaners 
were self-employed. 

Most employment rights - including 
the right to redundancy pay, 
statutory notice and to claim unfair 
dismissal - are only available to 
employees. It is, therefore, important 
to be able to establish whether or not 
someone is actually an employee. 

In this case there was a written 
contract stating that the people were 
engaged on a self-employed basis, the 
contract said they were responsible 
for paying their own tax and national 
insurance, were free to accept or 
decline work offered and could send 
other people to undertake the work. 
The workers, as is often the case, did 
not closely examine the wording of 
the contract. If the work had been 
carried out in the way that the 
contract indicated, then they would 
indeed have been self-employed and 
not entitled to the protection offered 
by most employment law. 

However, in reality, the workers did 
not work in this way; they felt 
obliged to go to work, required to 
inform the employer if they were 
unavailable through sickness and 
were clear that they could not have 
sent someone else to do the work in 
their place. 

Such cases have often presented 
problems for workers trying to 
enforce their rights. In a recent 
decision by the Supreme Court, it 
was decided that when the courts 
look at whether someone is an 
employee or not, written terms of the 
contract can be disregarded insofar 
as they are inconsistent with the 
reality of the situation. 

It brings to mind the old saying ‘If it 
looks like a duck, walks like a duck 
and quacks like a duck then it 
probably is a duck’. 

On this basis the workers 
successfully brought claims for 
unfair dismissal, notice and holiday

THE ADVENTURES OF TINTIN: THE 
SECRET OF THE UNICORN (3D)

WRITTEN and drawn by Belgian 
artist Georges Remi under the pen 
name Herge, Tintin first sprang to 
life on the page in 1929 in the 
gung-ho adventure Tintin In The 
Land Of The Soviets. 

Now, thanks to the Oscar-winning pair 
of Steven Spielberg and Peter Jackson, 
the iconic character enters the 21st 
century using state-of-the-art motion 
capture which translates actors’ 
movements into the performances of 
incredibly detailed digital characters. 
The Adventures Of Tintin: The Secret 


Of The Unicorn is the opening salvo of 
a proposed trilogy, amalgamating the 
plots of The Crab With The Golden 
Claws, The Secret Of The Unicorn and 
Red Rackham's Treasure. 

The first film is a breathlessly 
entertaining romp, littered with eye¬ 
popping action set pieces that would 
simply be unthinkable - not to 
mention astronomically expensive - as 
live action. 

A terrific animated opening 
reminiscent of Catch Me If You Can 
introduces us to reporter Tintin (Jamie 
Bell), who buys a model ship and is 
plunged into a centuries-old mystery 
involving Ivan Ivanovitch Sakharine 
(Daniel Craig). 

Ivan asks Tintin to name his price for 


the boat but the reporter refuses to 
sell, sensing the wooden vessel is far 
more valuable than it first appears. 

Sure enough, a cryptic conundrum lies 
within, revealing that “only a true 
Haddock will discover the secret of 
The Unicorn”. 

Assisted by trusty pooch Snowy, Tintin 
searches for more clues, meeting 
booze-sodden Captain Haddock (Andy 
Serkis) whose family history holds the 
key to the mystery of a cursed 
shipwreck. 

The Adventures Of Tintin: The Secret 
Of The Unicorn is a hoot and the script 
co-written by Peter Moffat, Edgar 
Wright and Joe Cornish delivers some 
big laughs such as when Captain 
Haddock reveals that one of his crew 


has no eyelids. 

However, all of Spielberg’s directorial 
brio and the gorgeous visuals cannot 
distract from the lack of 
characterisation. The film relies 
entirely on nostalgia, providing no 
back story about Tintin or any of his 
friends and foes other than what is 
pertinent to the mystery of The 
Unicorn. 

Like most thrill rides, we’re giddy 
during the film, caught up in the 
action and derring-do but once the 
film ends there’s that nagging feeling 
that something is amiss: heart and 
soul. 

Perhaps Tintin will unearth both in the 
second film, pencilled for release in 
2013 with Jackson at the helm.

FOLLOWING his European jaunts 
around England and Spain, writer- 
director Woody Allen says bonjour 
to Paris for his new romantic 
comedy. 

Disillusioned Hollywood 
screenwriter Gil (Owen Wilson) is 
contemplating giving up his life

Peugeot are powering ahead 


By Matt Kimberley 

P eugeot’s 3008 has stolen 
a march on the 
competition by being 
fitted with the first diesel- 
electric hybrid powertrain 
to hit showrooms in Europe, 
marrying the twin benefits 
of short-term electric-only 
power with diesel torque 
and efficiency 
The system works in roughly the 
same way as the long-established 
Toyota version seen in several of 
its models, like the Lexus RX450h 
and Toyota Prius. The 3008 
Hybrid4, or HY4 for short, has a 
complete and fully-integrated 
hybrid system that never needs 
plugging in, and has no issues 
with potential range. 

Where this system differs from 
the existing “full hybrid” systems 
is that the electric motor is much 
smaller - it puts out just 27 
kilowatts compared to the Prius’ 
60-kilowatt system, and the motor 
drives the rear wheels leaving the 
fronts to the engine. 

Peugeot wanted to give the 3008 
maximum efficiency and a 
smaller motor means less 
friction, which in turn means 
lower C02 and big tax benefits 
across Europe. The base model 
puts out 99g/km of C02, making 
it road tax and congestion charge 
exempt in Britain. 

The mid-range and limited 
edition range-topping version 
both emit 104g/km, which puts

them in the lowest chargeable 
road tax band in this country 
The system works in roughly the 
same way as the long-established 
Toyota version seen in several of 
its models like the Lexus RX450h 
and Toyo! 

Fuel economy is equally 
impressive. On the combined 
cycle the mid-range model 
officially returns 70.6mpg 
(slightly less than the base 
model), but it’s in town where it 
really shines. During the launch 
in the northern French town of 
Dinard I had a chance to drive it 
on a low-speed urban route 
around short, narrow streets and 
it returned 71mpg in all the 
default driving settings. 
Astonishing, really. 

Cars like this have been tuned to 
be driven a certain way. In a way 


the 3008 HY4 is just like the road 
racer Porsche 911 GT3 RS - 
designed more or less for one 
thing only, but supremely good at 
it. 

The 3008 just needs constant 
gentle use of the controls to 
excel. 

One of the key benefits that the 
HY4 system offers is the ability to 
choose one of four driving modes, 
making it more versatile than 
you’d expect. The ZEV - Zero 
Emissions Vehicle - mode biases 
the car towards using the electric 
motor, which is great for in-town 
driving but not so good for 
inclines. The small motor 
struggles to pull the car’s mass 
uphill, but on the up-side the 
motors help recharge the battery 
on downhill stretches. 

Sport mode biases the system the 


other way, using the diesel engine 
almost all the time and giving the 
full 200bhp, 3321b.ft thrust. In this 
mode the 3008 HY4 is actually 
pretty good to drive, and although 
it shows quite a lot of body roll, it 
suits the character of the car and 
allows it to ride very well. 

It’s a surprisingly comfortable 
car all round. 

The other two modes are 4x4 and 
Auto. While 4x4 hardly turns the 
3008 into a Land Rover Defender, 
it does give valuable extra 
traction in sticky situations, like 
if you need to drive the car uphill 
out of soft, wet sand. 

That exact situation was set up 
on the launch and the system 
worked, albeit less impressively 
than that of a “proper” 4x4. 

Auto is the default setting and it 
takes care of almost everything. 


It’s a low power mode designed to 
give maximum fuel economy, and 
reflects how most people will 
drive. It does need a consciously 
light right foot to help it do its 
best work, but 71mpg in town - or 
more - is the kind of reward 
owners can expect if they tow the 
eco-driving line. 

The only thing Auto doesn’t do is 
switch automatically to Sport 
mode. 

Even pushing the accelerator into 
the carpet doesn’t, which means 
you have to select Sport manually 
if you want to overtake quickly. 
It’s a bit clumsy, but it’s a 
relatively small area of 
compromise. 

One question on potential buyers’ 
lips might be whether the system 
is refined or not. It is, and very 
much so as long as you work the 
pedals gently. The engine and 
motor cut in and out with no 
clues whatsoever beyond the 
helpful active diagram on the 
central screen. 

Get more insistent with the 
accelerator and the system 
becomes a little jerkier as it does 
its thing. 

All in all, the 3008 HY4 is an 
excellent car, and good value 
compared to its diesel-only 
counterparts. It offers more 
performance, more prestige 
and much better fuel economy, 
especially in urban 
environments. It’s a very 
convincing package that deserves 
to do well.

ENGLAND Women’s team 
manager and newly-appoint¬ 
ed London Olympic Games 
female boss Hope Powell i 
spoke out on the hot topic of I 
black people in football’s top 
roles when she addressed a 
seminar at Harlow College. 

Many in the game are calling fc 
the Rooney Rule to be introduced in 
England. 

This rule in American Football means 
clubs must interview at least one black 
candidate when selecting a new manager. 

While black players have had a huge 
impact on the playing field over the last 
30 years, the numbers have not been so 
prolific in the senior positions. 

Powell addressed students of the game 
at the Velizy Avenue complex and spoke 
about the race and gender gap in football. 

Speaking to the Star afterwards, 
Powell disagreed with the introduction of 
the Rooney Rule in this country. 

She explained: “We have had some 
successful black managers. Paul Ince is a 
good standard and Chris Hughton has 
been a fantastic manager. There is Chris 
Powell and the late Keith Alexander. 

“Noel Blake is doing well at England 
U-19 level.” 

A hugely respected figure, Powell has 
been in charge of the England Women’s 
team since 1998. 

She does not see it as a race issue. It is 
a matter of being qualified. 

“Let us take the colour issue out of it. 
If a manager gets sacked after three or 
four games you cannot fathom it,” she 
said. 

“White managers gets sacked [quick¬ 
ly] too.” 

She added: “It’s a matter of getting 
yourself qualified. If a position comes up 


you want to be in the best position to put 
yourself forward. 

“It’s easy to say black or white - you 
have to be qualified.” 

Powell would want to be appointed on 
her own abilities not as part of any posi¬ 
tive discrimination. 

“I do not want to be a token gesture. I 
want to be there on merit,” she said. 

Harlow Town appointed the first black 
manager in their history when Marvin 
Samuel took charge in 2009. He is now at 
neighbouring Hertford Town. 

Ex-Hawks player Matt Waldron, now 
at Sawbridgeworth Town, hopes to move 
into management. 

Waldron, a UEFA B qualified coach is 
coaching children at the new Norwich 
City Player Development Centres at 


Paringdon Sports Club and Passmores 
School in Harlow. He does not see dis¬ 
crimination as an issue at the top level. 

“Paul Ince was not given long enough 
at Blackburn Rovers, but there are white 
managers who have not been given 
enough time,” he said. 

“It’s not a colour issue. It’s more a case 
of chairmen wanting instant success.” 

Waldron, 30, feels black coaches are 
coming through but more need to pursue 
UEFA badges. 

“They need to get more qualified and 
educated about the game,” he said. 
“There have been more and more black 
coaches coming through the system over 
the last three to five years. You need to be 
qualified to be successful in manage¬ 
ment.”
